W I])<JE$iGE3$S? it is expedient to coifolidate, and amend, and 
to reduce into one Act of Pariament, certain provifions 
contained in feveral A 6 ts in force in Irela.d, relating to the forming 
making and repairing of public roads, aid to the granting of pre- 
.5 fentments by Grand Juries of the fums squired, as well for thofe 
purpofes as for public buildings and otherpublic purpofes ; and the 
levying fuch fums on the feveral countie and baronies, counties of 
cities, and counties of towns in Ireland ; 

OBe it therefore dEnaftCtl, by The KING’S Mod Excellent 
*° Majesty, by and with the advice and coifent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this pre'ent Parliament afiembled, 
and by the authority of the fame, TEAT from and after the 
the feveral i 6 ts hereinafter mentioned 
fliall be and the fame are hereby repealet, (that is to fay) ; one Act, 
15 made in the Parliament of Ireland , videlicet, in the thirty-fixth year 
of his late Majefty’s reign, intituled, “An for the more effectually 
“ keeping the public roads in repair bycontract:” one other A 6 t 
made in the faid Parliament of Ireland, in the thirty-fixth year of his 
late Majefty’s reign, intituled, “ An A 6 t fo the amendment of public 
20 “ roads, for directing the powers of Gram Juries refpecling prefent- 
“ ments, and for repealing feveral laws heretofore made for thofe

or poftelfed of a leafehold eftate or eftates for life, or for a term of 45 
years whereof not lefs than fourteen years, fhall be unexpired, of 
the yearly value of five hundred pounds at the leaft, fituate in any 
part of Ireland, or who being feifed of a leafehold eftate for life, not 
being of fuch value, fhall be alfo pofleffed of a leafehold eftate or eftates 
for a term of years as aforefaid, which together with fuch eftate forlife 50 
fhall amount to the clear yearly v'alue of four hundred pounds
